A reader commented on my article from last week. He said it was wrong to be so interested in the 

weddings of people we don’t even know - why do we want to find out all the details of an actor or 
pop star's big day? I think really it's because we see their faces and read about their lives so often — 
we feel like we know these people. 


At the same time, famous people are like characters in 

a fairy tale to us. Their lives seem exciting and glamorous. 
A celebrity wedding is a bit like Cinderella getting married 
to her prince, and we all want to be there to watch. 

But we forget that what we see is a public image. They may 
look perfect but these are actual people, not characters 

in a story. 


Because of all this attention, many celebrities nowadays 
get married in secret, to keep the crowds of fans and 
photographers away. But it's not easy to keep the event out 
of the spotlight. To do this, some celebrities have to hold 
the ceremony in a faraway location. For instance, actors 
Michael Fassbender and Alicia Vikander got married on 

a farm on the island of Ibiza, which was difficult for most 
photographers to get to. 


Yolanda Burton, a celebrity wedding planner | spoke 

to recently, says she usually advises couples not to ‘hide 
completely’. ‘Photos of a secret wedding will be worth 
thousands of dollars, so photographers will do anything to 
get them - even use helicopters or drones to take shots 
from the air!’ she said. ‘I think the best idea is for the couple 
to sell exclusive photos to only one magazine. That way, the 
couple have control over the moments they share. So, the 
fans get their “fairytale pictures” and the couple also have 


their own private memories of their wedding day.’

It can happen quicker if you go to catering 
college. Courses take about two years, but | needed 
to earn money, so | started work and learned as 
much as | could every day. 


There's more to being a chef than people think. 
Of course, you have to prepare food, cook it and 
get it ready for the customers - make sure it looks 
perfect on the plate. But I’m in charge of ordering 
ingredients, too, It's a lot of responsibility to make 
sure we don’t run out of anything. 


My working hours are not great. | really need 
more time off, but chefs have to work evenings, 
weekends and holidays. Those are the times when 
people want to go out and eat! | must start early 
in the morning and | often finish at midnight. 
Having a car is essential because there’s no public 
transport that late at night. 


Another disadvantage of the job is the wages. You 
don’t earn a lot unless you're able to run your own 
restaurant or be a head chef. But there are some 

great reasons to become a chef. One is that a chef 
can travel. The skills you need to prepare food are 
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very similar in any country, so if you want to see 
the world, it would be a great career for you. 


I thought about being a private chef for a while, 
cooking for a celebrity on a huge country estate. 
That was my dream, along with being a food 
stylist, working on the food you see in photographs 
in recipe books. What I'd love to do next, though, is 
to cook on a cruise ship. It would be a fantastic way 
to travel while | work.
